R. MURCHISON’S REVIEW OF BRITIS 
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THE COAL MINE INSPECTION ACT. 


Siz,—In the remarks in last week’s Journal, upon Mr. Blackwell’s re- 
port, there is one consideration which has been quite overlooked—that 
deep mines, where large quantities of water are tubbed back, are precisely 
those where the danger would be doubled by Government insisting on a 
second pit. These ought to be exceptions if the proposed bill becomes 
law; at any rate in those cases where there is no fire-damp to contend with. 
It would be a very great hardship if those whose capital is already in- 
vested in single shafts were compelled to sink another if a second shaft is 
enforced for the future. All those collieries commenced before the Hartley 
accident should be left to the action of the present law, by which a second 
shaft can be enforced if pronounced to be necessary for safety on arbi- 
tration. After the passing of the last Inspection Act the coalowners had 
a right to calculate on not being again interfered with; and even the 
Hartley accident did not arise from the single-shaft system, but from that 
of defective shafts. Had the pit been properly cased and bratticed with 
strong masonry the men’s lives would, in my opinion, have been saved. 
Before there is any legislation on the subject there ought to be an enquiry 
as to the number of fatal accidents, if any, which have occurred in single 
shafts, which might have been prevented if there had been a second shaft, 
and could have been prevented in no other way—such, for instance, as by 
a branch from the rise working to a higher part of the pit. G. H. L. 


BRATTICED SHAFTS. 


Smm,—I was much gratified to read your abstract of the Government In- 
spectors’ report upon bratticed shafts, and still more so your very excellent 
comments upon them. Nothing can be fairer than the way you put it— 
if 24 coalownersout of 25 consider it necessary to sink a second shaft, why 
should not the remaining one be compelled to do what so large a propor- 
tion of them deem requisite. Itis all very well to condemn the Inspectors 
for domineering over the coalmasters, but I think that it would be much 
better first to allude to the precise instances in which they have shown this 
feeling, your view being that they simply desire to prevent them from mis- 
managing their business, so as to jeopardise their workmen’s lives. From 
certain remarks which have been published by interested parties, it would 
appear that a combination of the few dozen needy coalowners is about to 
be attempted in order to prevent, if possible, the passing of any compul- 
sory enactments, Most of these are probably minors, who are not alto- 
gether free from the control of their Guardians, for they would otherwise 
have known that they should calculate upon a larger outlay being incurred 
in endeavouring to prevent the enactment of a necessary measure than that 
which would compensate for any loss they might incur through making a 
second outlet. Taking the entire of England, Wales, and Scotland, I do 
not believe there are ten collieries in which the provision of a second outlet 
would not be both justifiable and remunerative, and these ten would scarcely 
be worth the cost that would be incurred in opposing a bill in Parliament. 

We hear of those desirous of a second means of escape in collieries wish- 
ing to exhibit their philanthropy at other people’s expense; and it is said 
in pointing out the many virtues of the owners of single-shafted collieries 
—Let it be proved that there is great and special danger to human life at- 
tendant on the working of bratticed shafts, and not a voice will be raised 
in their defence, What can be a better proof than the fact already stated 
that 24 out of every 25 coalowners consider it unsafe to have but one outlet?

GOLD LIES DEEP—No. I. 


Sir,—If every experienced person would only give their own opinions, 
the above question might soon be decided. As for myself, I reiterate that 
old in general, when in its natural sitw, amidst undisrupted matrices, 
ies deeper in the womb of Nature than man hath hitherto attempted 
to probe for it; and if my learning is correct, there are many natural 
causes why it was so wisely ordained, From what is termed gold, being 
one of the heaviest and most valuable of all earthy substances, its primo- 
genial deposits abide deep in the earth, while light sulphides of that metal 
may be constantly found near the surface, which, if duly followed down- 
wards, will often exhibit visible grains of the precious dust; then coarser 
and coarser, till the final product is reached. It may, therefore, be taken 
as axiomatic, that the deeper auriferous lodes are opened the larger will be 
the grains of gold embedded. But while book-writers maintain gold only 
abounds in nature in the metalline form, little progress can be made in 
golden metallurgy. One writer says that from numerous experiments he 
has made he is inclined to believe gold doth sometimes occur in the form 
of sulphides (not being sure). The experimentaliser, unfortunately, sug- 
gests to cupel the pyrites, &c.,—a mode of treatment that could never be 
profitably applied on crude materials, particularly where invisible auri- 
ferous matter is heterogenously commingled; because, to ensure success, 
most gold ores ought to be treated en mass, and that only according to the 
nature of the associating compound, One general method for all states 
will never answer, since only gold diffused through gallena or blende ought 
to be cupelled. When associated with upper pyrites both must be metal- 
lised as one; but when auriferous ingredients are combined with iron in 
any shape, the ferriguinous matter must first be neutralised, then the 
golden residue may be collected, not otherwise; for to attempt dissolving 
both together either only tends to precipitate the other among the saturated 
debris past profitable redemption. It is from the great specific gravity of 
platina that lodes of it have not yet been discovered; only here and there 
small fragments upon certain localities that have got abraded from the 
prime stock. Therefore the time must come when the native matrix for 
platina will be costeaned, as a platina vein is as natural as any — metal.

IRON MAKING—ECONOMY IN PUDDLING. 


Sir,—It is strange put true, that although many treatises have been 
written on the physical sciences, nothing of a very instructive nature has 
yet made its appearance respecting what ought to be observed in puddling 
iron. The different substances composing the alloys of pig-iron have been 
carefully explained, but here the matter seems to rest, metallurgists and 
scientific men appearing satisfied that enough has been discovered and ex- 
plained, and that the metailising process requires but little skill and attention. It is 
true that artificial fluxes have been much studied and experimented with in puddling, 
but no real improvement has been introduced. Now, it strikes me that the very use of 
these artificial means bespeaks a deficient knowledge on real and practical matters—heat 
and atmospheric air has been despised, and its influence on iron has never been fairly 
tried. The puddle furnaces are built on the most inconsistent principles; it is quite 
surprising that scientific men and managers of ironworks should not ere now have dis- 

* covered how different coal affects different iron, as this is the key to the whole. It is 
a strange inconsistency to build furnaces 12 ft. long for coal that will not carry heat 8 ft., 
and to balid furnaces 10 ft. long for coal that will carry 14 ft., such furnaces seem built 
especially to meit the stack down, and it is impossible to obtain a regular article from them. 

As a remedy for these evils I suggest the following conditions—sufficient heat to render 
the whole of the iron finid; a curtent of air to pass over the iron whilst boiling, and 
throughout the operation, without destroying the yield; reverberatory motion in the 
flame in all parts of the farnace to economise both heat and fuel, and ensure equal com- 
bustion, and prevent half-a-dozen different qualities being found in the same bar ; and, 
lastly, as a very necessary appendage to the whole, and in order to ensure regularity 
under these conditions, good operatives should be employed, In South Wales there are 
many puddle furnaces that cannot be raised to a temperature much above a common oven, 
or is at Jeast far short of that required to render cast-iron fluid; it undergoes a sort of 
annealing, so that the operator, as the fron soddens, must apply his physical energies to 
reduce the iron to atoms by beating it about. Metallurgists informs us that by theiron 
undergoing this process all the atoms composing pig-iron are destroyed, but I cap assure 

them that such is not the case in the sense it should be, as in the absence of proper heat to 
render the iron fluid there is no other mode left but to reduce the same to atoms; the 

is partly smothered out, but sulphur cannot be destroyed under these conditions, 
80 that the mass of puddied iron, instead of being purged by heat of all that is injurious, 
still contains all that most tends to render it brittle, and I have no doubt that by an- 
nealing the pig it would result in producing pig quite as tough and ductile as much of 
the puddle bar now produced from these abortions in South Wales. 

Money, material, and time are fur too important elements to be so slovenly treated as 

they are, Supposing a master should require eight charges of metal to be operated upon 


in 12 hours, which allows 14% hour to each charge, there would be 4 hour to melt, and 
¥ hour to complete the operation, but if the melting occupies 34 hour there would be 
the loss of a charge in each 12 hours, although the same quantity of fuel would have 
been consumed, and not only so, but both quality and quantity would be deteriorated by 
the tardy action of the furnace. With a proper heat 22 cwts. 2 qrs. would produce 1 ton 
of puddle bar, bat with the slow furnace it would be difficult to produee 18 cwts. 2 qrs. 
from the same quantity. The loss which would accrue in a single year in a forgeof but 
20 furnaces would be enormous. In South Wales iron and coal is wasted to such an 
extent in many places that nothing but confusion and ruin can be the final result. I hope 
I shall not be considered asking too much when I desire that a little more time and 
thought be brought to bear upon the very branch of the trade that must eventually decide 
the quality of all wrought-iron. As there are millions of our fellow-creatures daily and 
hourly dependent on the skill and knowledge of the iron worker, I trust that those whose 
capital is employed will not act so indifferently to themselves, and to the safety of their 
fellow-creatures, as to continue to turn a deaf ear to all practical advice, so as to allow 
those that possess knowledge and skill a place and opportunity to display it.

NEW MAP OF THE CARADON DISTRICT. 


Sir,—Mr. Spargo’s Map of the Caradon Mining District lies before me, 
which shows the geological stracture of the ground, and the filling of the 
bearing metallic veins of this neighbourhood. Most of the mines surround- 
ing Caradon Hill bear ore in the granite, but there can be no doubt that 
this is a disturbed granite, and not that granite that forms part of the pris- 
tine crust of Mothet Earth.

do so at his peril. It is from such causes as this we hear so many complaints against 
mining. It is, therefore, a valuable thing to have a chart that guides us as a map of re- 
ference; and great credit is due to those pioneers who bring science to bear on every-day 
avocations, that would otherwise remain a mass of confusion and guess-work. Those 
who wish to speculate their money on a healthy principle, governed by acknowledged 
scientific data, cannot do better than avail themselves of Mr. Spargo’s labour in this fleld 
of enquiry, for it certainly will guide them much better to the object of their pursuit 
than any interested information that may be set before them for any particular or pecu-

In Australia these crystalline bands may be traced for hundreds of miles, 
running north and south on edge, like the rocks in South America and 
California, and are as good as a pocket compass, when uncovered, to guide 
us when travelling in the bush; thus proving that the order of the crystal- 
line structure must be governed, like terrestrial magnetism, by polar forces. 








GzoLocicat Society or Loypox.—May 21—Prof. A. C. Ramsay, 
President, inthe chair.

1, “On the Metamorphic Rocks of the Banffshire Coast, the Scarabins, and a portion 
of East Sutherland,” by Prof. R. Harkness, F.R.S., F.G.S. 

2. “On the Geology of the Gold-fields of Nova Scotia,” by the Rev. David Honeyman : 
communicated by the President. The author, at the request of the Provincial Government 
Commission for the International Exhibition, made some observations on the auriferous 
rocks at Allen’s and Laidlaw’s Farms, near the junction of the Halifax and Windsor and 
Halifax and Truro Railways. He found chloritic schist, with vertical auriferous quartz 
veins, and a gold-bearing horizontal quartz vein (the “ barrels” of the miners) lying on 
the schist and overlald by quartzite and gravel. By the neighbouring railway sections 
the chlorite-schist is seen to alternate in broad bands with quartzite, and to be asso- 
ciated with granite. The avthor thinks there is reason to believe that the quartzite 
may be of Lower Silurian age. 

3. “On some Fossil Crustacea from the Coal Measures and Devonian Rocks of New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, and Cape Breton,” by J. W. Salter, F.G.S., of the Geological 
Survey of Great Britain. 

4. “ On some Species of Earypterus and Allied Forms,” by J. W. Salter, F.G.S., &c. 

5. “ On Peltocaris, a new genus of Silurian Crustacea,” by J. W. Salter, F.G.S., &c. 

6. “ On a Crustacean Track in the Llandeilo Fiags of Chirbury, Shropshire,” by J. W. 
Salter, F.G.S., &c. This tract consists of numerous short, narrow, oblique, chisel- 
shaped imprints on the ripple-edges of the slab, and, according to tbe author, it must 
have been caused by a small crustacean, with a bifid telson or prong-like tail. Toa 
like agency Mr. Salter refers similar markings described by Mr. Brebisson as occuring 
in the Lower Silurian sandstone of Noron in the Falaise (Normandy).

Prof. W. Sauyru delivered a lecture at the Royal Institution “On Coal 
as one of the great Materials of British Industry,” on which occasion the 
Duke of Northumberland took the chair. After remarking on the great 
importance of coal, socially and politically, as the chief source of the manu- 
facturing superiority of this country, Mr. Smyth proceeded to consider its 
formation, character, and geological relations, He said that though doubts 
were at one time entertained whether that hard, black, and heavy mineral substance 
could have been formed from vegetable matter, these doubts have been entirely removed 
by the abundant fossils remains of trees and plants found in the shales above and beneath 
the seams of coal, and, in some instances, in the coal itself. The “coal measures,” or 
series of strata among which coal occurs, consist of successive layers of sandstones and 
shales, or indurated clay, intermixed with occasional layers of coal, which vary in thick- 
ness from less than the eighth part of an inch to 10 or 12 ft.; few of those seams of coal 
that are less than 2 ft. thick being at present worth the expense of working. In the 
shales above and below the coal are generally numerous fossilised plants of great variety, 
and Mr. Smyth said that on one occasion, after having visited the fine collection of tro- 
pical plants at Chatsworth, he descended into a coal mine, on the roof of which he wit- 
nessed a collection of tropical vegetation that even surpassed what he had seen a few 
hours before in the Duke of Devonshire’s conservatories. In the shales underneath thick 
beds of coal are found abundant remains of a plant called “ sigillaria,” which are d

7 fms. 4 ft. 4in.,and branches more or less productive have been met with, but have 
not been considered of sufficient iinportance to prosecute; the last 9 ft, of the drivage, 
however, has been through a promising lode, composed of iron, capel, quartz, prian, and 
good stones of grey copper Ore, and as soon as the north wall of this lode is reached the 
men will be put to drive on its course.

The fact that large fossil 
trees, apparently springing from the roots below the seams of coal, penetrate into the 
rocks above, indicates the rapid deposition of the sand and clay above the vegetable 
matter, for the strata must have been deposited before the still distinctly vegetable orga- 
ulsation was decomposed. The stems of trees which thus pass through the shales above 
the coal are not unfrequently the cause of fatal accidents in coal mines, for when the 
coal has been extracted the upper parts of the fossil stems, having lost their support, fall 
into the passages of the mine, and the men who are working below are severely injured. 
Mr. Smyth stated that in one of the coal mines he inspected the fossil stems of the trees 
had fallen from the roof in many places, and he saw several still there that might fall at 
any moment. ‘The relative extents of the coal district in England, Wales, and Scotland 
were marked on a large map, bat, as Mr. Smyth observed, the superficial area gives a 
very imperfect idea of the quantity of coal®eneath, for the depths of the coal measures 
vary considerably, and the thickness and value of the seams of coal they contain vary 
much more, The depth of the Northumberland and Yorkshire coal measures is about 
2000 ft., and the total thickness of the coal in the various seams is 50 ft, The coal mea- 
sures of Staffordshire are 5000 ft. deep, and they contain a total thickness of 100 ft. of 
coal; while at Westphalia and at Starbriik the coal strata extend to depths of 6000 and 
10,000 ft. It addition to the principal beds of coal which lie above the carboniferous 
limestone in the geological series of rocks there are others, of much less thickness and of 
minor importance, occasionally found below and among the carb li 
sometimes in the secondary strata, and more abundantly in the tertiary formations. 
The latter kind of coal is often called wood coal, as it is of a brown colour, and not per- 
fectly mineralised, and it contains very distinct indications of ita vegetable origin. It 
is a remarkable fact that the character of the vegetation of the wood coal found in Ger- 
many closely agrees with the vegetation of North America, and not with that of Europe, 
from which Mr, Smyth inferred that at no very distant geological period Europe and Ame- 
rica were united, for it is not probable that the vegetable matter could have floated across 
the Atlantic and been deposited in Germany. It is from such facts as this that geology 
is enabled throw light on the geography of former worlds,

Mr. Huanes enquired of Mr, Hollow, the purser, whether the general prospects of the 
mine were as encouraging as at the time of the last meeting ?—Mr. J. Hottow replied 
that he considered the prospects of the mine were as encouraging as ever. 

The CHarrMAN said that Wheal Hearle, in common with similar undertakings, had 
had tocontend against the unmistakeable fact that tin had suffered a depreciation in value 
of something like 35/. to 401, per ton. 

Mr. Hottow estimated that the depreciation in the price of tin had caused a difference 
to them of something like 8007. 

The report and accounts were then unanimously received and adopted. 

Mr. W. LELEAN begged leave to propose that a dividend of 5s. per share should be 
declared out of their maiden profits. He had the greatest confidence in making that pro- 
position, because he believed Wheal Hearle would prove a lasting and valuable mine.

After some further discussion, it was unanimously resolved that a dividend of 5s. per 
share be declared, payable forthwith. 

It was agreed that Mr, Hoyle should communicate with the shareholders to ascertain 
their views upon the propriety of appointing a committee, and that a special general 
meeting should be called to determine the question. 

The usual votes terminated the proceedings.

A special general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the association, 
Finsbury-circus, on Thursday,—Mr. CuarRtes Morris in the chair. 

Mr. WILLIAM Browne (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the 
minutes of the last were read and confirmed. 


The CHAIRMAN said the object of the present meeting was, as proprietors were aware, 
to confirm the resolutions passed at the last meeting. As the subject was fully discussed 
at that meeting, he would at once read the resolution, which was as follows :—* That 
the resolution passed at the extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders to the 
effect,‘ That this meeting consents to and approves of the dissolution of the association, 
pursuant to the 58th clause of its Deed of Settlement, upon the principle that its assets 
and liabilities be transferred to and assumed by a new company, proposed to be formed 
with limited liability, ander the Joint-Stock Companies Act, and upon all the shares 
-n the Association being exchanged for shares in such new company,’ be and the same 
is hereby confirmed.— Mr. J. Youne seconded the proposition. 

A Proraistor enquired how long it would be before the limited liability would be 
Sun iee no gt aap —— that the new company should be registered from 
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Mr. Sara (in answer to a question) stated that he fully explained at the last meet! 
that the object of placing the shares at 30/, was merely for the convenience of neving 6 


in the status or condition of the company. 

The question was put, and the resolution was unanimously confirmed. Seven of the 
largest shareholders were appointed to act with the present directors of the association, 
for the purpose of taking the proper measures for effecting and completing the final dis- 
solution of this association ; and it was resolved that the draft Articles of Association 
of the new company, prepared by the solicitor, be taken into consideration, and settled 
by and under the direction of the present directors and the committee of shareholders. 

The Secrerary, in answer to a question, replied that, after providing for every lia- 
bility, and including the remittances expected, there was left a credit balance of 4172/. 

Mr. Gopparp was of opinion that, as the Mexican Mining Association was now defunct, 
{it seemed to him that a daty devolved upon some proprietor*to recognise in some way 
or other the prolonged labours of the directors, who had fulfilled their duties with dill- 
gence and with honour, and had only taken the small sum of 100/. or 1507. between 
them. He considered it the duty of the shareholders to recognise these abnegations of 
the directors. He was very inapt in these matters, because he usually took the opposite 
side, and, therefore, if he should err in proposing too small a sum he hoped his fellow- 
shareholders would amend his proposition. He would propose that the sum of 300/. be 
offered to the directors, as an acknowledgment of their honourable and diligent services. 

A Proprietor suggested that the question be deferred until the payment of a dividend. 

The Cuarrman said, before that subject was further discussed, the meeting would, per- 
haps, permit him to say that, as far as the feelings of the board were concerned, it would 
be more in accordance with their views if the proposition was withdrawn for the present. 

Mr. Gopparp having consented to withdraw his proposition, 

Mr. Hucues enquired whether the directors could give any approximate idea of the 
value of the company’s property? 

Mr. J. Putiuips said instructions had been sent to Mexico to furnish a statement as to 
value of the property, which valuation would probably be received about July or 
August. Some idea of the value of the property—that is, of the materials, stores, and 
machinery —could be obtained, but to give an idea of the value of the mine itself was 
entirely out of the question. In a mine of this sort, which was worked rather 
differently to a Cornish mine, it was extremely difficult to estimate the value of the 
ore in sight. The reports recently received show that some valuable discoveries had 
been made in the upper ground, and it was probable, from the position of these levels 
with reference to the lower levels, that the ore ground would continue for some dis- 
tance; but still, being upper ground, they would come to an end some day or other. If 
they were sinking for ore they might find it to an unlimited depth—it was undefined ; 
but when they were rising to the surface it was a very different thing. He thought 
the mines were likely to produce a considerable quantity of ore for a long time to 
come, and he had an opinion, which he had urged upon the directors, that their pro- 
ceedings should not be too strictly limited, but that researches should be made for 
further discoveries of ore. If they limited toa great extent the expenditure upon the 
laying open the ground, they would bring the concern to an end within a very few 
years: but if a certain amount, a moderate proportion of the profits, were devoted to the 
exploring of new ground, it was quite probable they would meet with other discoveries, 
which would carry them on for many years. He considered the prospects were very good ; 
but the question with regard to the value of the property he could not enter into. As 
regarded the discovery at Jesus Maria, that having been made in the very centre of the 
sett, there was a good length of ground to explore. That mine had produced within 
the last four or five years, as proprietors were aware, profit to the amount of something

The period since the last annual meeting bas been oneof much anxiety to the directors, 
by reason of the unhappy complications existing in America, and the delay and difi- 
culty met with inthe transport and sale of the produce of the mines. The whole of the 
parcel of ore belonging to the year 1860, referred to in last report, as having been inter- 
cepted by ice in transit from the mines, was not sold until as late as the month of Dec, 
last, and the greater portion of the produce shipped during the past season has been dis- 
posed of during the early months of this year only. These circumstances have caused 
much financial embarrassment, and necessitated the continuance for many months of a 
large loan from the company’s bankers, secured by the guarantee of some of the directors 
and principal shareholders. The printed statement of accounts recently circulated 
amongst the proprietors will have shown that the profit on the twelve months ending 
Dec., 1861, amounts to the sum of 75017. 13s. 11d., and the directors have pleasure in 
adding that all the ores shipped for which credit has been taken have been realised at 
the actual figures stated in the accounts. An improved state of the copper market in 
America during the last few months has fortunately enabled large sales of the ores to 
be made in that country at prices which have very favourably affected the resalt of the 
operations of the past year, which must have presented a different aspect had the pro- 
duce been brought to Liverpool at the high freights demanded, and sold at the low prices 
for copper ores which have so long ruled in England. The remittances lately received 
fvum: New York on account of the sales thus made have iderably eased the fi jai 
position of the company, and permitted the repayment of a large portion of the loan in- 
curred. It is the hope and expectation of the directors that they will soon have sufficient 
funds in hand to enable them to pay the dividend already declared, with probably some 
addition to it. Out of the sum of 14,353/. 13s, 1d, standing to the credit of the profit 
and loss account, it is proposed that the sum of 15007, shal! be carried to the depreciation 
fund, and 6802, to the reserve fund, leaving a balance of 12,1732. 13s. 1d. remaining to 
the credit of the first-named arp med The directors have much pleasure in stating that 
the returns of ore for 1861 have shown a satisfactory i when pared with those 
of previous years, and that the future prospects in regard to the yield of the mines are 
very encouraging, as will be gathered from the report of the managers. It must be 
hoped that the produce of the preeent season will be realised at rates to allow of this 
year’s accounts showing another good balance of profit. The directors going out of office 
on this occasion are Mr. Wm, Gladstone and Mr. T. Close, both of whom are willing 
to serve again if re-elected, and Mr. J. George offers himself for re-election as auditor. 

Mr. RicuarD TAYLor then read the managers’ report, as follows :— 

We are glad to be able to state that the returns from the mines during the past year 
have shown a notable i jase, when d with the quantity of ore obtained in the 
previous 12 months, whilst the cost per ton of raising and preparing this produce for 
shipment has been about the same as it was in 1860, and as a large portion of the ore 
has been disposed of in America at very fair prices, a handsome amount of profit has re- 
sulted upon the operations of 1861. 

WELLINGTON Mine.—The exploratory worksin this location have been systematically 
carried on since our last report. The work of stoping, by which the discovered ore is 
extracted, has also been actively pursued. Little change has, however, taken place in 
this mine, either in the yield of ore from the various workings or in its quality, which 
continues to be such as to require a large quantity of stuff to be raised to give a ton of 
dressed ore of the usual percentage. The appearance of the deepest parts lead us to hope 
that agood rate of production may be kept up for the present year, and from some of the 
works of trial going on, and which the agents recommend should be vigorously prose- 
cuted, there {s much reason to expect farther discoveries of ore. 

Correr Bay Mine.—The development of this property has been’ actively pursued 
during the past year, and although a great deal of work to effect this object, such as the 
sinking of shafts and winzes and the driving of levels, has had to be pushed forward, a 
large return of ore has at the same time been obtained from the stopes. Much difi- 
culty has been experienced in the sinking of the new engine-shaft on the most westerly 
part of this mine, from the hardness of the lode, and the quantity of the water and stuff 
to be hauled from the shaft and the workings connected with it, but by the help of 
the steam-engine erected in this location a steady and satisfactory progress is accom- 
plished. We perceive with much satisfaction that the manner in which Capt. Plummer 
is carrying out the system which we determined on for laying open this valuable ground 
is such as to promise its being speedily brought into efficient and economical working 
order, and the favourable indications presented at the several points operated upon afford 
us ample grounds to anticipate the continuance of large returns of ore from this mine. 
In former reports we have not been able to speak of any ore being held in reserve, but 
on this occasion we have the pleasure to announce that Capt. Plummer estimates con- 
fidently that there is as much as 3500 tons of ore, of the usual percentage, in reserve at 
the Copper Bay Mine—a very important addition to its value. The returns of ore from 
the mines during the current year will, we have reason to expect, come up to the satis- 
factory figure of 1861, and we do not anticipate any great increase in the cost of produc- 
tion. The amount of profit to be realised, however, will greatly depend on the rates at 
which the ores may be transported to market, and the price obtained for theirsale. The 
disposal of the ore in America, in lieu of bringing it to Liverpool, evidently saves much 
in the transit cost, and if no great depression takes place in the copper market, we may 
hope to sell at New York the greater portion, if not the whole. of this year’s production 
at a profitable rate.

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made only 24 per cent. But if they put three years together, and took the 14 per cent. 
paid annually in dividend and bonus, and the 5/. per share now added to the capital, he 
thought he might state as the average of the three years that the National Bank had 
paid its proprietors 207. 13s. 4d. per cent. per annum. (Hear.) If they continued to 

in the way they had been doing they would pay in future, taking into accoant 
the addition to the capital, 10,000/. a year more in the shape of dividends than they had 
hitherto done. They thought the plan they recommended the best for the proprietors, 
because in capitalising 100,000/. of the profits, and paying 10 per cent. upon it, they did 
that which was double the value of a money bonus, and he thought that course better 
than increasing the dividends, as the directors were justified in doing. The opening of 
the new branch in Bayswater referred to in the report would, he trusted, be considered 
a step in the right direction, and that in due time it would prosper as they could wish. 
All that he had said up to that time had been of an ag ble and satisfi Y nature, but 
he had now in the discharge of his duty to draw attention to an anonymous letter which had 
been circulated about the end of March last, not only gst the shareholders of this bank, 
but alsu amongst the banks and public institutions of London and in the neighbourhood of 
Bayswater, where theirnew bank was established. It wasin the form of a circular ad- 
dressed by a shareholder of the National Bank, and it was addressed to the shareholders. 
A more foul, malicious, and slanderous letter he never saw nor ever read, and in that 
opinion of it the board unanimously concurred. He need not tell them that the direc- 
tors had tried by all means in their power to find out the writer and circulator of it. It 
had been said that they had no need to take notice of such a letter when the writer was 
ashamed to come forward himself to substantiate the charges which he had circulated. 
(Hear, hear.) The directors, however, thought it their duty to place the matter in the 
hands of their solicitor and counsel. They felt certain in their own minds that they 
knew the author of the circular, but it was so difficult to identify him with it to the 
satisfaction of the law, that all their wishes and efforts to bring the offender before a 
court of justice had been frustrated. They had tried the post-office, and they had found 
the office through which the copies were circulated. They had tried the receiver of 
some of the registered letters, but he would give them no information, and they had failed 
to discover the printer. He mentioned this to show that the directors had taken all the 
steps in their power to acquit themselves of the charges brought against them, But he 
wished to give that person an opportunity of acknowledging himself and apologising, if 
he were in the room, and asked whether he would now come forward and admit the 
authorship? (There was no response.) He would ask Mr. Serle, then, whether he 
was the writer of the letter?—Mr. Serie: I give you the same answer that I gave 
your solicitor. 

Mr. W. TatTHas (the solicitor) said that Mr. Serie told him that he had control over 
the circulation, and that he knew who the writer was, but would not say. 

The CuarrMan had shown the proprietors that the directors were fully prepared to 
meet the charges made aginst them, and they must draw their own conclusion from the 
refusal of the writer of the letter to come forward personally to substantiate his state- 
ments. It was the wish of the directors that there should be no concealment, but that 
their proceedings should be conducted with the utmost candour; and they felt proud 
of the position which the National Bank had attained in the estimation of its customers. 
(Hear.) He concluded by moving the adoption of the report. 

Mr. FowLer NewsamM seconded the motion. He was quite sure the proprietors would 
concur in the congratulatious of the directors that they met on the present occasion in 
so satisfactory a position of the National Bank. (Hear.) 

Mr. Fox considered that the report submitted to the proprietors was a most remark- 
able one, for although it referred to a period during which the most adverse features to 
the promotion of the banking interest had prevailed, yet nothing had occurred to disturb 
the even tenour of their way, and it showed that after 27 years the National Bank had 
reached a higher state of prosperity than in any former period of its existence. There 
might be some two or three persons who, labouring under the influence of nervous sus- 
ceptibilities, if they saw a new growth of banking competition springing up thought 
thought that it might by possibility inflict some injury upon well established insti- 
tutions. He believed that to bean utter fallacy, for he was of opinion that there was a 
large field for banking purposes as yet wholly undeveloped, and that that fleld was as 
valuable to the Natioual Bank as to their youthful fellow-labourers, and that an insti- 
tution with a solid trunk and healthy branches, like the National Bank, must certainly 
draw up some of the nutrition that would follow from an increase of labour. 

Mr. SERLE having made an unsuccessfal attempt, amid cries of “ Order, order,” “ Chair, 
chair,” to introduce some irrelevant matter, whereupon Mr. JEREMIAH DUNN rose to 
order.—The report was unanimously received and adopted. 

Mr. M‘KENNA, referring tothe anonymous circular, complained that his name had been 
dragged into the question for the purpose of endorsing the slanders and of injuring the 
reputation of members of the board with whom he had the honour to sit. The whole 
affair was an attempt to extort money. 

The retiring directors, Sir Ralph Howard, and Messrs, B. Hartley, E. Smethwick, and 
B. M‘Ghie Willcox, M.P., were unanimously re-elected. 

The CHAIRMAN had much pleasure in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Hyde, their 
secretary, and the other officers of the bank, and he could not omit to mention that the 
National Bank had as good and zealous a staff as any bank in the United Kingdom. 

The motion being put was carried unanimously, and acknowledged by Mr. Hyde in 
appropriate terms. 

Sir Burton Macnamara proposed a vote of thanks to the directors for the successful 
manner in which they conducted the affairs of the bank. He felt convinced that the 
whole of the proprietors would concur with him in idering that the di had 
nobly vindicated their ch from the attack of the anonymous writer by whom it 
had been assailed.—The motion was put and carried unanimously. 

The CuarrMaN, on the part of his colleagues and himself, returned their grateful 
thanks for the vote just accorded. He could assure proprietors that the only aim of the 
board was to do their duty, and to increase, if that were possible, the prosperity of the 
National Bank.—The proceedings then terminated.

Stray Parks have since improved.——-CAMBORNE VEANS are enquired for 
at present quotations. ——GreEat Sourn ToLevs have been largely dealt in at improved 
rates, but a decline followed a report of a falling off in the tin lode; they have again im- 
proved._—East CARN BREAS have been extensively transacted. The operations have 
been daily and large, and prices variable, but {well supported by those interested. 
Weal Krrry (St. Agnes) have improved, and in fair demand.——-W Eats Uny and 
Union have been in daily operation, and shares have advanced, and likeiy to improve.

into good request, —-GreaT WHEAL ForTUNE and SITHNEY AND CARNMEAL have been 
more freely offered, and, consequently, not so firm in price.——SournH Carapons have 
been in request.——East Carapons have receded, and although there has been daily 
fluctuations they show a strong tendency to advance.——MARKE VALLEYS have re- 
ceded.———-Norta Pucenrx have been in good request, and maintain the quotations. —— 
Lupcorts have been more freely offered, but they are now firmer.——HERoDsFoor, 
Mary Any, and TRELAWNY have been dealt in.——NorTH TRELAWNYs receded during 
the early part of the week, but advanced considerably yesterday.——HINnesTon Down, 
RepMoor, and Epwarp have changed hands at market prices,——-Sortripcer, LaDy 
Bertua, and East Russett have been quict.——Drake WALLS are a little more en- 
quired for at present minimum rates. 

ALFRED ConsoLs meeting was held on Monday, when the financial statement showed 
a debit balance of 13302. 8s., which was divided pro rata, and a call of 5s. 2d. per share 
made. The meeting was adjourned to Tuesday next. It appears that three months’ labour 
cost has been charged against one month’s returns. The purchase of the engines, &c., is 
completed.

From Mr. Grorcr Barrers:—The market for mining shares has been 
unusually active, prices have been well supported. The shares in favour with investors 
in this class of securities are of a description likely to benefit mining, as the majority are 
in the productive and profitable class, while rubbish and speculative concerns are ignored. 
Tt is many years since the atmosphere of the Mining Share Market was so pure, and the 
reward is a large and r ive busi Investments in mining shares will com- 
pare favourably with railways, banks, or foreign loans ; and while attention {s directed 
to shares like the Devon Great Consols, South Caradon, East Caradon, Doleoath, Cook’s 
Kitchen, Tincroft, Great Fortune, and East Carn Brea, with a sprinkling of progressive, 
like Uny, Union, East Agar, &c., the business is more likely to increase than to dimi- 
nish. The true friends of mining cannot be too conservative in their watchfulness to 
eliminate from the market and from public notice that class of mines traded in by 
those whose interest it is to palm off their own wares where mining is not meant, the 
only requirement being a something to represent money, to be abstracted from the pocket 
of the neophyte. Happily this class of trading has invariably ended disastrously sooner 
or later to the deceiver, if net the deceived. The market has now to rejoice over a fine 
business, with every appearance of a continuance; in fact, it cannot well be otherwise, 
for those fortunate enough to be honestly directed find their principal so augmented, and 
the interest so good, that their friends follow suit. Money is in good demand tn com- 
mercial circles—at the Bank, minimum; on the Stock Exchange it is in better supply. 
Our foreign commitments are the chief cause of the altered position, and the heavy drain 
of silver for China. It is far from improbable that the Bank directors will shortly have 
to raise the rate to 34% per cent.

Tue Uses oF ANIMALS IN RELATION TO THE INDUSTRY oF Man.— 
Some short time since Dr. Lankester delivered an interesting course of lec- 
tures upon this subject, at the South Kensington Museum and at the Royal 
Institution, and those who had the opportunity of hearing them will be 
gratified to learn that the doctor has enlarged his notes, and published them in a cheap 
volume (through Mr. Robert Hardwicke, of Piccadilly). The lectures are twelve in 
number, the subjects treated being silk, wool, leather, bone, soap, waste, sponges and 
corals, shell fish, insects, furs, feathers, horns and hair, and animal perfumes. The lec- 
tures are of a popular and interesting character, and well calculated to instil a knowledge 
of the branches of industry treated of into the minds of those who would otherwise never 
study. We do not doubt that the doctor’s hope will be realised—that the lectures may 
bring before the minds of those engaged in occupations dependent on animal products 
some facts which will convince them of the importance of having those whom they em- 
ploy taught the elementary principles of those sciences which explain the nature of the 
materials of their every-day work. 


GOVERNMENT Scuoor or Mines—Cuemistry.—Prof. Hofmann gave a 
lecture on this subject on Wednesday evening. He entered on the subject of combus- 
tion, which he said was considered by many as equivalent to destruction. This he proved 
to be erroneous by burning sulphur, phosphorus, iron, and sodium in oxygen gas, show- 
ing that the first two gave rise to acids, while iron produces an oxide insuluble in water, 
and sodium gives rise to an alkali. Combustion the lecturer defined as chemical com- 
bination attended by heat, and often by light. He then explained the meaning of the 
terms acid and alkali, and how these substances may be distinguished from each other. 
Reference was made to the combustion of hydrogen, and its application in the blow-pipe.

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THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION-—1862. 


In so vast a collection of industrial products as that brought together in 
the International Exhibition, one is apt, without the assistance of a guide, 
to pass unnoticed many of the most interesting specimens; and as, of 
course, it cannot be expected that all can have the advantage of a personal 
conductor, we regard the Handbook* now being issued by Mr. Rosr. Hunt 
as one of the most valuable publications, in connection with the Exhibi- 
tion, that could have appeared. In preparing the Handbook, Mr. Hunr 
appears to have endeavoured to render the collection practically useful to 
those who have but a limited time at their disposal to visit the building, 
and he has, doubtless, done much to add to the interest of the articles ex- 
hibited. ‘The first part of the Handbook, which has just been published, 
is devoted to Mining, Quarrying, Metallurgy, and Mineral Products, and 
from it we may reasonably conclude that the entire volume, which will 
consist of ten similar parts, will form a highly interesting record of the 
Exhibition. Mr. Hunt’s is the only guide book which has the Commis- 
sioners’ sanction, and which is permitted to be sold within the building— 
a circumstance which will at once explain why no comments upon the 
merits of the products and manufactures have been introduced. The 
author has pointed out where the goods of the various exhibitors are to 
be found, but very properly leaves the visitors to form their own opinion 
of their relative value. 

The Mining, Metallurgical, and Mineral department can boast of 435 
exhibitors, and their contributions are displayed in the annexe which ex- 
tends northward from the north end of the Eastern ‘Transept, which is oc- 
cupied by the colonial products. Immediately upon leaving the colonial 
department we come to the aluminium, British gold, and mineralogical 
specimens; British marbles and polished stones occupy the space between 
these and the subway beneath the Horticultural Gardens; clays, building 
stones, and millstones are placed under, and extending beyond, the subway; 
iron manufactures follow along the centre, and chiefly on the eastern side of 
the annexe, whilst copper, tin, zine, and other metalliferous ores are ar- 
ranged on the western side; there are models of ironworks beyond the en- 
trance to the Open Court, and models of coal mines on either side. In 
the Open Court west granite drinking fountains, monuments, large slabs, 
gas retorts, corrugated metal roofing, coals, iron ores, &c., are exhibited; 
and in the Open Court north will be found specimens of armour-plates, 
Butterley rails, and Rosedale magnetic iron ore. Mr. Hunt observes this 
arrangement in treating of the various articles exhibited, and in doing so 
deseribeo and giveo the history of aluminium. British gold, granite, ser- 
pentine, marbles, platinum, and other precious metals, with their products; 
peat, safety-fuse, and blasting apparatus, &c. We can unhesitatingly re- 
commend the Handbook to every visitor to the Exhibition in any way 
connected with the mineral or metallurgical interests of the country. 





“ Will it pay ?” or will it not? that is the question anxiously asked, 
dubiously commented upon, and nervously answered, by all who have the 
interests of our second, and the greatest, of International Exhibitions, at 
heart. Some say it must pay taking the precedent of 1851 as the guide 
of their opinions. Others believe that it will not pay, either because they 
are personally disappointed in some respect, or else think that such under- 
takings only prove a success, in a financial point, when they are original; 
and thus attribute the success of the Exhibition of 1851 to the originali 
of its conception and the novelty of its construction. That this present 
Exhibition is a perfect success, in so far as the superiority of its contents 
over that of 1851 is concerned, none can deny; and itis only its financial 
position, and future prospects, that remain at all doubtful. 

Were we to have the slightest misundertanding with the Emperor of the 
French, or were Garibaldi suddenly to resolve upon striking the last fet- 
ters from a united Italy, by wresting Venetia from the despotic grasp of 
the Hapsburgs, all this doubt and diversity of opinion would at once vanish. 
But, in contradistinction to this supposition, Europe is at present in a state 
of the most perfect repose, and bids fair toremain so for sometime. How, 
then, is it that people reason so dubiously, and guarantors speak so anxi- 
ously upon the subject? when all admit that the collection of articles ex- 
hibited is the most perfect ever yet made, and with but one exception the 
entire civilised world may be said to be in a state of the most profound 

. The thing seems quite a ridiculous anomaly, and the only wonder 
is that it should exist—but still it does, and there is no denying the fact. 
Is it, then, because the public has no faith in the Commissioners appointed 
by Her Masusry for the management of the Exhibition ? 

This is a question which, though we raise, we feel quite incompetent to 
decide; but this we will vouch for, that all that is needed to make the 
finances of the Exhibition as great a success as the contributions it con- 
tains (in comparison with the former Exhibition) is a teeling of confidence 
between the Commissioners and the Exhibitors. Thishas, to avery great 
extent, hitherto been wanting; and as the latter represent so | a& pro- 
portion of the public, the public naturally coincide with the Exhibitors, in 
opposition to the views of the Commissioners. We will not now attempt 
to trace the origin of this want of confidence between these two bodies in 
all its detail, but cannot avoid saying that a great deal of it is due to the 
extremely illiberal treatment which the Commissioners have subjected the 
Exhibitors to in the matter of passes into the building. After a man has 
gone to some considerable expense in getting together such articles for 
show (which, as we have before said, in a previous number, alone makes 
the building attractive), is it right or equitable, then, that he should be 
called upon either to pay for the admission of workmen to keep his goods 
clean, and in good order, or else have every conceivable obstacle placed in 
the way of his obtaining a free pass for them ? 

We go further, for we cannot believe to the contrary, that it is the right 
of each single Exhibitor to have a free pass to the Exhibition as often as 
he requires, and the correctness of this view may be demonstrated, both 
correctly and briefly, by the following line of argument:—It is a notorious 
fact that about seven-eights of the articles exhibited possess some new in- 
vention, or feature, that uire explanation, otherwise their advan 
either remain unknown or else are altogether unappreciated, through the 
want of knowledge as to their details; and, to prevent this alternative, 
the exhibitors either have to pay for the admission of themselves, or such 
persons as are capable and qualified to render all the information required. 
Again, we would ask (if even the Commissioners set at naught the welfare 
of the Exhibitors), would not the public be very much more interested if 
they could obtain a correct representation of all the peculiar properties of 
any single article, than they would be either in reading a bare account of 
it from a printed catalogue or handbill? We are strongly of opinion that 
they would, and also that when the Exhibition may become monotonous 
to some le, who would be unable to comprehend the full advantages 
of any dy wo invention, without a personal description of such, yet 
with it they would be greatly interested, and, therefore, we come to the 
conclusion that, as a matter of duty to the public, as well as justice to the

THE MINERS’ PERMANENT FUND MOVEMENT. 


Since our issue of the 29th of March, when we gave a history of the 
movement in the northern counties to establish a permanent fund for the 
relief of those who suffer by accidents in mines, we have not been able to 
report any noticeable progress. For success the movement depended a 
great deal upon the co-operation of the masters, and, as our readers are 
aware, this cannot at present be obtained. The Coal Trade Association 
has decided that the establishment of such a fund is beset with so many 
difficulties that they cannot see their way clear to assist it, except it be by 
raising a “fund in aid” of any safe plan which the men may devise and 
adopt. The miners in the two counties referred to appear to have con- 
sidered this decision in the light of a delicately put refusal, and as they are very enthu- 
siastic on the subject, they have determined to proceed without their employers’ assist- 
ance, Mr. Towers’ agitation in favour of the sssociation of which he is the originator 
and manager—namely, the National Association for the Benefit of British Miners— 
having been commenced just as the reply of the Coal trade was published, has led many 
of the men to join that society, and we understand that one or two local branches of the 

National” have been formed in different parts of Northumberland and Durham. The 
better informed among the men, however, from one cause and another, stand apart from 
the National Association party. Some of them think that at present the fund should be 
confined to the two counties, leaving the question of a national society to be considered 
when other mining districts in the kingdom have shown themselves in earnest, by aet- 
ting similar local machinery in operation, and when nothing will remain to be accom- 
plished but an agreement upon a general basis amongst all the district societies.

vestment of the funds which the miners contribute. A third party personally object to 
Mr. Towers as the manager, insinuating, as far as we can gather from their letters to 
the local press, that he has originated the Association for his own purposes, and that he 
does not understand his own proposals. One of them, Mr. David Cole, whois a prominent 
man at the delegate meetings, and seems to be tolerably well informed, has written a 
letter in the Newcastle Chronicle, alleging that Mr. Towers had offered to fight him; 
Mr. Alex. Blyth, one of the “ Young Pitmen ” school, in the same paper, roundly charges 
Mr. Towers with making deliberately false statements, and neither of these very serious 
allegations have been contradicted by Mr. Towers or his friends. It will be seen from 
these statements that there is a great division of opinion amongst the men, and while 
several of them have given their adhesion to the scheme of ‘the National Association, a 
considerable number have resolved to abide by the resolutions of the Newcastle delegate 
mectings, and establish a fund of their own. This last-named party is working not less 
perseveringly, if less ostentatiously, than those who differ from them, while in one re- 
spect they are in advance of their competitors. Ata meeting held in the city of Durham 
so early as the 17th inst.,a code of laws fur the government of what, for the sake of 
distinction, we may call the “ locai” fund was adopted, and ordered tobe printed: while at 
present the men who have joined the “ National” have no rules whatever. And on 
Saturday last the promoters of the local fund met five or six influential inhabitants of 
Newcastle, who signified their warm adhesion to the movement, and promised to inte- 
rest themselves on its behalf with the benevolent public. 

This, then, is the position of affairs. ‘The masters cannot see their way to assist the 
men, and the men are divided between two distinct and unconnected schemes. As im- 
partial spectators of events, desirous of seeing a permanent fund in operation throughout 
the country, we look upon this division with sincere regret. While it lasts there will 
be bickering and disagre>ment, and neither scheme will be as successful as it ought to 
be. “United we stand, divided we fall.” Under the circumstances, we ask the Coal 
Trade to reconsider its decision, before the rival agitations grow too warm to be recon- 
ciled, There are plenty of ways in which aid can be afforded, however difficult the 
method of rendering it may at first sight appear, and the support of the Coal Trade would 
be a guarantee of stability, and an inducement to reunion amongst the parties to be be- 
nefitted. Since the masters last met in reference to this matter the coalowners of the 
West Riding of Yorkshire have taken the initiative, and, without waiting to be asked 
by the men, have organised the West Yorkshire Northern Association,” for the re- 
lief of the widows and orphans of those who lose their lives in the pits. Their co- 
operation consisie in contributing %« Ad. to every Li. paid by the pitmen—an apparently 
fair proportion, and a form of assistance that has the merit of being ngiy simple, 
and presenting no difficulty whatever. We invite the coalowners of Northumberland 
and Durham to heal the differences between their mer, by offering the same, or similar, 
terms to those upon which the coalmasters of Leeds and Bradford are acting. Unity ts 
indispensable to success—at present all is confusion and distraction, and the longer the 
masters stand aloof the greater will the confusion become, and more and more remote 
the hope of satisfactorily attaining the desirod object. If Northumberland and Durham 
were to imitate the example of West Yorkshire, we feel convinced that other localities 
would follow suit; and when this has been done, representatives from Northumberland 
and Durham, the West Riding and other districts, can meet and determine upon a basis 
of general association, each society, at the same time, preserving its individual and dis- 
tinctive features. This is the only way in which the present unfortunate division can 
be satisfactorily healed ; this is the only method to make the permanent fand move- 
ment what it ought to be—a truly national one. 








ON THE GEOLOGY OF THE BORDER, 
AND THE CONNECTION OF THE NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM, BER- 
WICK, PLASHETTS, CANONBIE, AND MIDLOTHIAN COAL FIELDS, 
[Concluded from last week's Journal.] 


In order to show the connection existing between the regular and irre- 
gular coal basins of Durham and Northumberland and the south-eastern, 
or Mid Lothian, district of Scotland, Mr. Nicholas Wood gives a couple 
of sections, one extending to Scremerston, across the Silurian beds of 
Berwickshire and the carboniferous rocks and coal beds of Dalkeith to the 
Pentland Hills, west of Edinburgh ; the other from the western outcrop of the North- 
umberland and Durham basin, near Mickley, through the Plashetts, and across the 
Silurian rocks of Roxburghshire, to the same range of hills of the Pentland chain. Fol- 
lowing the line of the first-pamed section, “ we find the coal beds of the lower coal basin 
of the carboniferous series at Scremerston, together with the beds of limestone and red 
sandstone associated therewith, or in strict conformity with each other, running into the 
estuary of the Tweed ; they there meet with, in some isolated patches, the gritty conglo- 
merates of the lower red sandstone, upon or against which they rest unconformably. 
Then these beds are succeeded by the extensive beds of slates formerly called grauwacke, 
but now called Silurian slates. The section then meets the carboniferous series and the 
lower coal beds resting unconformably on the Silurian rock, followed by the millstone 
grit and the regular coal measures of the basin of Dalkeith; then again, following the 
line of the section across the coal measures to the other or north side of the basin, the 
lower coal beds and associated carboniferous series of rocks and upper red sandstone 
come to the surface, overlying the old or lower red sandstone and Silurian slates of the 
Pentland Hills.” In the line of the other section, departing from the Plashetts, there is 
the same succession of strata—viz., * the lower limestones and other beds of the carbon- 
iferous series, followed by the upper red sandstone—upper as compared with the Silurian 
rocks, but the lowest beds as compared with the carboniferous series—resting sometimes 
almost horizontally against the almost vertical slates of the Silurian series, and some- 
times upon or against the old red sandstone conglomerate, unconformably.” The sec- 
tion then extends to the Silurian rocks, passing across the carboniferous and lower coal 
beds and regular coal measures of the Mid Lothian basin to the opposite edge of the basin, 
where it again crosses the carboniferous series, with the lower beds resting unconform- 
ably upon or against the Silurian beds of the Pentland range. Reversing the order of 
succession, and tracing the strata from north to south along tbe line of section first 
named, but extended south from Scremerston along the coast to the Tees, Mr. Wood says 
“ we pass successively through the lower and upper Silurian and lower old red sand- 
stone, forming the first division or group of rocks. Then the upper old red sandstone, 
the limestones, shales, and sandstones of the lower carboniferous rocks, the lower coal 
beds, the upper series of carboniferous rocks, the millstone grits, and the regular coal 
measures forming the second division or group of rocks. Then we come to the third 
division or group of rocks—viz., the lower new red sandstone; the magnesian lime- 
stone; the upper new red sandstone and lias of the Tees; passing thus successively 
through the several divisions or groups of rocks of the permian series. Thus this line 
of section exhibits the three several divisions or groups of rocks, or the three distinct 
epochs of the Silurian, carboniferous, and permian series of rocks; the several beds of 
which are conformable in each series, but unconformable as groups or divisions.” Several 
pages of the paper are occupied with examples which tend to prove that the succession 
of strata adopted in the preceding division of rocks 1s justified by facts. These pages 
contain most important geological facts and inferences, and Mr. Wood sums them up by 
stating that no one, looking at the succession of coal beds in the lower carboniferous rocks, 
near the bottom of the great series of limestone deposits, and the alternation of these 
beds with the limestones at Scremerston and Plashetts, and comparing these deposits 
with those of the lower beds in the Mid Lothian coal basin, on the two sides of the Silu- 
rian rocks of Berwickshire, can doubt that they were parallel formations and deposits 
of the same period of time, and there can be as little doubt of the connection of the Mid 
Lothian coal field with the coal of the other parts of Scotland. We trace the existence of 
a lower and upperseries of coal beds in Scotland, and the existence of a lower and upper 
series of coal beds in Northumberland and Durham, divided by a succession of beds of ma- 
rine limestone, and within such divisional strata two or three beds of coal ; and we fol- 
low this series of deposits through Northumberland and into Cumberland, until we meet 
the line of the great 90-fm. dyke. The upper series of coal beds then extend across this 
dyke through the county of Durham, to theirextremety in South Durham, and comprise 
except some internal, or, as it were, intervening alternations or variations in the indi- 
vidual beds and strata, all the different beds of coal in the Northumberland and Durham 
basin. This regularity, however, is not observable in the lower series of beds of coal 
alternating with the limestones. On reaching the 90-fm. dyke almost all trace of the 
coal beds associated with the limestones is lost, and south of the dyke there are only two 
or three very thin beds of coal, or rather traces of coal, as they are only in some places 
from 12 to 18 in. thick. And in proceeding south into Yorkshire we flad the same two 
or three thin beds of coal in precisely the same place in the series, and except in Swale- 
dale and Arkendale, these beds seldom if ever extend a foot in thickness; and when 
they do bec@ne workable it is only in detached and occasional deposits. 
No beds of coal are seen in this series equivalent to the lower coal measures of Scotland, 
or of the Scremerston or Plashetts beds of coal; but only, and this is somewhat remark- 
able, the two or three thin beds, about midway between the lower and upper series of 





coal deposits. “It would seem, therefore,” says Mr. Wood, “that in the early (com- 
paratively) period of the coal deposits of the carboniferous series, and whilst such dg - 





posits were subjected to successive alternations of marine and fresh-water sudmerging ; 
or that whilst there occurred alternate deposits of land of fresh-water origin, and of ma- 
rine inundations, the formation of coal was not regular, and existed only in certain loca- 
lities,and not in continuous beds, except the two or three thin beds previously noticed. 
The greatest development of coal in the lower series seems to have been in Scotland, in 
the carb deposits, between the silurian strata of the north and south of Scot- 
land; the next in the Scremerston and Plashetts localities; and then, after a few scat- 
tered beds in some detached localities in Northumberland, all these beds of coal compa- 
ratively cease to exist, and are not again seen in the carboniferous series, I believe, at 
all—certainly not within the limits of this enquiry.” In drawing to a conclusion, Mr. 
Wood indulges in a speculative glance at the formation of the coal fields in the other 
parts of England and Wales. At the end of the Silurian period the only rocks in exist- 
ence were the primordial and Silurian hills of the North of Scotiand, and the Lammer- 
muir Hills of Berwickshire, Roxburghshire, Peebieshire, &c., and the carboniferous rocks 
subsequently filled up the space between the Scremerston and Plashetts coal fields, de- 
posited against or on the south side of the latter range of hills, and extending south- 
ward, and forming the regular coal fields of Northumberland and Durham; while the 
lower beds of milistone grit, limestones, &c., extend continuously into Yorkshire. “ If 
we pursue this system of formation further south, the only rocks or hills of prior date 
to the deposition ofthe carbonif> ous rocks are the primary and Silurian bills of West- 
morland and North and South Wales. Accordingly, and in strict conformity with the 
deposits of the Forth and of Northamberland, we find the whole intervening tract of 
country on the south and east, and along the line or range of such primary and Silurian 
hills from Northumberland tothe Bristol Channel, and on the west side of these hills to 
St. Bride’s Bay, on the Bristol Channel, filled ap with the deposits of the carboniferous 
strata, and constituting the several coal fields of Yorkshire, Lancashire, Derbyshire, and 
North and South Wales; from which we may assume a contemporaneous origin of birth 
and formation, not only of the coal fields of the regular coal measures of Northumber- 
Jand and Durham and of Scotland, but everywhere else in England and Wales, the coal 
measures in the lower series excepted.” 











REPORT ON CORNWALL AND DEVONSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN TRURO.] 


May 29.—It is now upwards of 18 months ago since I referred to the 
Wueat Cuarvorre, or Charlotte United Mines, near Marazion. At that 
time the most sanguine expectations were held out of their speedy success, 
and the resumption of dividends, on the strength of which several gentle- 
men were induced to invest largely in the concern; and certainly the pro- 
spects of the original Wheal Charlotte justified these expectations, for there 
was a fine course of ore at the engine-shaft. The engine, however, was 
at the extent of power, and to work this course of ore a new one was ne- 
cessary. An engine (a 60-inch) was bought, from Boiling Well, by the 
adventurers, and nothing seemed more simple than that this should be 
erected on the shaft to work the course of ore in view from which imme- 
diate profits could be made. So simple an arrangement, however, seemed 
far to plain to suit the views of some people, who persisted in advising the 
adventurers to put up this engine, not at the shaft where they had acourse 
of ore, and could make immediate profits, but on the Old Trenow Mine, a 
long way to the west. The notion was so evidently preposterous, and was 
so unanimously condemned by every independent mine agent in the dis- 
trict, that I felt myself bound, in referring to the matter, at least to give 
the shareholders a hint of the danger they were rushing into, which I did 
as follows:— 

“ But the most serious point is the new western mine, which is really Old Trenow 
Mine, which is about being re-worked by the Charlotte adventurers, forming part of the 
sett for which the 880 shares were given, and on which the engine purchased at Boiling 
Well is now being erected. Now,Ido not wish to say one word against this mine as 
a speculation, but I wish to point out that, in re-opening it, the Charlotte shareholders 
are commencing a work which must entail an expenditure of at least 10,0007. The mine 
is deep, the shaft is small and crocked, and requires adeal of cutting down, and the bot- 
toms are dead poor, as can easily be proved. * * * * In the neighbourhood I can 
hear but one opinion, and that is entirely condemnatory of the expediency of re-working 
this old mine, * * I believe if Charlotte should continue there would be no 
difference of opinion among any number of respectable agents as to the propriety of 
erecting the Boiling Well engine on the Old Charlotte Mine, in the room of the 36, ra- 
ther than putting it to re-work Old Trenow. The present abandonment of the latter 
would entail, no doubt, a considerable loss after what has already been expended ; but 
the first loss would, probably, be the best.” 

The present position of Wheal Charlotte more than justifies every word 
I then wrote. The Old Trenow Mine has proved miserably poor, and its 
drainage has in no way affected the water in Wheal Charlotte shaft, so that 
the result of the experiment is a loss to the adventurers of about 15,0007. 
Two gentlemen—Messrs. Norden and Alexander—who adventured in the 
concern to the large extent of 2020 shares, which cost them between 70007. 
and 8000/., have recently sold the lot, in disgust, for 500/., or 5s. per share. 
The purchaser is Mr. John Hosking, of Marazion, the purser of Prosper 
Umted, whe having held 220 before, is now the proprietor of 2240 shares 
in Charlotte United. As Mr. Hosking was one of those who most strongly 
disapproved of the erection of the engine at Trenow— indeed, I Geliove, he 
formally protested against it—there can be little doubt that at the next 
meeting this costly folly will be abandoned, and the engine removed to the 
place where it should have been originally put—that is,on the Wheal 
Charlotte engine-shaft; the cost of removing will be about 10007. Such 
blind mining as this, however, not merely ruins the mine experimented 
upon, but it injures Cornish mining as a whole; for we all know that the 
loss of the 70002. by the gentlemen named will be set down by themselves, 
their friends, and their connections, not to the particular incapacity and 
obstinacy which persisted in carrying out the Trenow project in the face 
of the opinion of the district, but to mining as a whole. It will be in- 
stanced as another mining failure, and be cited as a caution to avoid so 
dangerous a pursuit. It is ee necessary to point out that the 
matter was not fair mining, and the failure not a fair mining failure, but, 
on the contrary, one deserving of the strongest reprobation. Under the 
best management there must be failures in mines—indeed, a considerable 
majority must be expected to be failures—but this should only induce a 
greater amount of care and caution. If the Charlotte adventurers, or any 
one else, were resolved upon working Old Trenow,.there was no good 
reason why they should not doso. The p ts of mines are so much 
matters of opinion that we must never expect people to be all of one mind, 
nor would it be at all satisfactory if they were. Able men and good miners 
have worked mines that have turned out quite as unsatisfactory. The 
complaint in this case was not the working, yer se, of Trenow, but the 
practical abandonment of a good course of ore at the bottom of Wheal 
Charlotte for the purpose ot working it. ‘If Wheal Charlotte adventurers 
had chosen to put up two engines, one at Trenow and one on the Wheal 
Charlotte shaft, people might have had their opinion as to the prudence 
of the speculation, but no one could have said it was downright bad min- 
ing. But to abandon the working of a course of ore to run after a doubtful 
speculation is a thing without a precedent, and one which cannot be ex- 
cused or paliated. Of course, so far as the large and most influential share- 
holders are concerned, they have expiated their fault in a tremendous loss, 
but it must be remembered that they dragged other small shareholders 
into the same position who could probably less afford loss, and some of 
whom all along saw the folly of the course pursued, and protested against it 

With regard to the prospects of the mine generally, they would appear 
to be excellent; for there is no doubt, soon after the removal of the en- 
gine, that Wheal Charlotte will pay good profits. The removal of this 
engine, and the consequent confession of so gross a mistake, is, of course, 
by no means palatable to some of those who recommended its erection. 
Like most obstinate men, they would rather persevere in their course to 
utter ruin than frankly acknowledge an error. So much is this the case, 
that I believe it has been serious! om gene to put another engine on 
another poor old mine, to try if they cannot ease the water in the 
Charlotte shaft by this means. The recent change of so many shares into 
local hands will, however, spare this district, and the county in general, 
from this crowning folly—which one shudders to think of, but which a 
*‘ London company ” would be quite capable of perpetrating—for what are 
they not capable of perpetrating in the way of wasting money? 

Ta my observations last week on Rosewarne Consols, I referred to a shaft 
sinking near the boundary by Rosewarne United adventurers on the same 
lode, in which I state they are hindered by water. I am assured by Capt. 
Richards that this is not the case; that there is no water to hinder, and 
that the shaft has been sunk some fathoms since my observations were 
written, I willingly correct this mistake, which originated (no doubt un- 
der misapprehension) with the Rosewarne Consols agents, for the point of 
operation is an important one in Rosewarne United. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


May 29.—The Coal Trade continues extremely sluggish, and the col- 
lieries are for the most part dull, but in some parts of the district there is 
considerable improvement, and great activity shown, especially in collieries 
which supply steam-coal. The Iron Trade is stillimproving. The manu- 
factare of chain cables on the Tyne is recovering, and the principal works 
are fully employed. This is said to be in consequence of the more strin-

e are sorry that in writing of the Marchioness of Londonderry’s collieries, 
on the Wear, a fortnight ago, we committed an inadvertence in applying

A meeting was held on the Town Moor, on Saturday, on the subject of 
a Permanent Relief Fund. There were only between 500 and 600 miners 
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present, although many of these were delegates from collieries at a consi- 
derable distance, representing a great number of men. Several members 
of Parliament had been invited to be present, including Sir Fitzroy Kelly 
and Mr, Samuel Gurney, M.P., who sent letters stating that owing to pressure of busi- 
ness they could not attend. Mr. James Watson presided. It was agreed at this meet- 
ing to support the National Association, and to endeavour to promote the interests of the 
Association. It was further resolved that local committees be appointed to aid in car- 
rying into effect the objects of the Association in the mining districts of Northumber- 
land and Durham. Mr. Towers said if the miners of Northumberland and Durham were 
of opinion that a local association would tend more ta their advancement than a national 
one, by all means let them adopt it, and he would wish them al! success; but he be- 
lieved that the miners wished to secure something more in forming a fund than merely 
to provide funeral expenses for themselves, and to provide for their widows and orphans. | 
He believed that they regarded pr tive as far more important than the | 
establishment of a permanent fund, He was happy, by the letter he had received that 
morning, to find that fifteen large districts had been formed in the counties of Northum- 
berland and Durham, and every day a large accession of names had been sent in of those | 
willing to become members of the association which he represented. He said, feeling } 
that prevention was better than cure, the council had offered a reward of 200 guineas for | 
the best system of ventilation. The council also thought that there was something | 
more to be done, and that was that every person should undergo a preliminary exami- 
nation before taking charge of the lives of his fellow-men in mines. Then, having 
effected all that science could in the management of mines, the next point to consider 
was the men themselves. He then referred to the educational aspects of the question, j 
and stated that the National Association was desirous of establishing a school in every 
colliery district, where the children of the miners could be educated, not only in reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, but also in the nature of those gases with which they had to 
deal.

A serious accident occurred at the Monkwearmouth Colliery on Monday, | 
causing the death of a man named Foster Crake. A party of sinkers were 
engaged in removing the slides and bratticing from the shaft into which 
the water poured a short time ago, in order that the once-divided shaft 
may be formed into one upcast shaft. ‘Two men, Crake and Leeman, were 
on the cradle in the shaft, about 56 fathoms down, working upwards in the removal of 
the timber. A large bulk of timber, called 4 clam, appeared to be loose, and Leeman 
suggested its removal, but Crake thought they had better descend first and ascertain the 
length of the slide. The cradle was lowered, and it is supposed that while Crake leant 
over to get hold of the bottom of the slide he had touched the clam with his other 
hand, for it fell immediately, knocked him off the cradle, and he fell down the shaft, a 
depth of 220 fathoms, to the Maudlin seam, where there was a platform of wood, the 
poor fellow being dashed almost to pieces. An inquest was held before Mr. Favell, 
coroner. The master sinker said that no blame could be attached to anyone, the deceased, 
being foreman, would have a right to take his own course in the matter, A verdict of 
* Accidental Death” was returned. : a 

The Japanese Ambasadors —. visit to Newcastle on Monday, and 
on Tuesday descended North n Colliery, one of the most important 
collieries in the coal trade.

Mr. Forster explained 
to them, through the interpreter, all the objects of interest, and they saw the effects of 
biasting the coal, &c. On returning to bank, the party adjourned to the school-room, and 
partook of an elegant repast, provided by the owners of the colliery.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


May 29.—There is no material change to report as regards the state of 
the Coal and Iron Trades. No improvement has yet taken place in tho 
prices, and the uence ie that-masters very cautiously. In 
muny instances the works are kept going just sufficient to supply the orders 
in hand. As the coal and iron ports depend almost entirely on the demand 
and supply of the two staple trades, the same remarks will apply toa great 
extent. The East Docks at Cardiff have been re-opened, and the docks, ag well as the 
Penwith Harbour, are crowded with vessels. Swansea presents considerable activity, 
and the improvements in the facilities for carrying on an extended trade are being pro- 
ceeded with steadily. The Copper Works Dock at Lianelly is to be at once extended. 
This has been rendered pe f by the greatly increased trade of the dock, which is 
too small to ensure the requi facilities to shippers, In order to meet this wanta 
contract has been entered into to enlarge the dock, by throwing the wall back several 
yards on the east side, and widening the entrance at the dock gates. The Copper Works 
Dock will then hold as many, if not more, vessels than any other at Lianelly. 

An important negociation is now going on between the Newport Dock Company and 
the West Midland Company. The latter have a bill, which has received the sanction 
of the Commons Committee, in which they apply for complete running powers to and 
from the Newport Docks. Thisis strongly opposed by the Monmouthshire Railway and 
Canal Company, who coutend that the West Midland have already every necessary faci- 
lity and convenience afforded them, The Newport Dock Company, and the district gene- 
rally, support the West Midiand, as they consider that a largely increased trade to the 
port would be the result of granting the powers sought for. The bill is to be opposed 
before the Lords Committee by the Monmouthshire Company, but it is generally believed 
that the negociations now going on will ensure the passing of the measure in its integrity. 

At the Bristol Bankruptcy Court, on Tuesday, before Mr. Cothtnissioner Hill, the first 
meeting of creditors was held in Re David Jones, Cardiff, coal merchant. were 
chosen, and Messrs. Press and Inskip, of Bristol, were appointed their solicitors. On the 
same day a sitting was held for the examination of witnesses in connection with the 
Pentreguinea Fuel Company (limited). The sitting was adjourned. 

An unfortunate and fatal accident occurred to a man named Thomas Morris, of Loughor, 
on Thursday. Deceased was a pit carpenter, in the employ of Messrs. Homfray, Bulge, 
and Company, of the C Coal Works. When some of the men were pushing the 
trams along a'siding, Morris moved on one side, but he was caught by the trams, and 
crashed so badly that he died in a few hours afterwards. An inquest was held on the 
body, and the jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death.” Deceased has left a wife 
and eight children totally unprovided for. 

A great difference of opinion exists amongst mining and scientific men as tothe supe- 
riority of furnace or machine ventilation. Sevetal machines (Struvé’s patent) are now 
in use in this district, and it is generally admitted that they work remarkably well, At 
the last Risca inquest, the evidence conclusively proved that the ventilation had always 
gone regularly, but Mr. Brough and others painted out the “limit” as an objectionable 
feature, and the machine was liable to breakage, in the event of which, the men em- 
ployed in a flery vein, such as at Risca, would be exposed to great danger. The present 
managers of the Risca Collieries, in consequence of these opinions and other circum- 
stances, have determined on removing the machine, and adopting the furnace instead. 
This, it is expected, will ensure a continuous good supply of air for the men. The 
Black Vein is an exceedingly fiery and dangerous pit, and the managers, in resuming 
the old furnace mode of ventilation, will, no doubt, contribute to the safety of the men 

and the property. 

The different railway bills connected with this district are slowly proceeding 
through their several stages before the committees of the Commons and Lords. Strong 
opposition has to be contended with in many instances, but the decisions in disputed 
clauses, interpretations, &c., have been remarkable for their regard to the general in- 
terests of the pubiic. This competition for railway powers sufficiently proves the 
growing importance of the district, and the promising future before it, or else capitalists 
would not be so disposed to invest their money,

May 29.—Though we are not very sanguine ourselves, there is a toler- 
ably confident opinion expressed in commercial circles that the days of the 
American War are numbered, and that peace will be restored on a firm 
basis, Be that as it may, we have had more orders for American goods 
and machinery. There is an improved enquiry for rails and plates for 
shipbuilding. The Yorkshire firms engaged in the manufacture of armour- 
plates are exceedingly full of orders; indeed, it is with difficulty that anything near the 

t of work required can be executed within the specified time. The excellence of 
the plates, too, as proved by recent tests, is exercising a very powerful influence in con- 
centrating the great bulk of the work of making armour-plates in Yorkshire. The other 

ts of the iron business are doing an exceedingly limited trade, the only con- 
sideration with masters being to afford some employment for the men, in order to main- 
tain their wives and families. The coal trade is in a similarly depressed condition to 
that noticed in our last, and no hope of improvement is looked for until the demand from 
London for the autumn trade sets in. 

There is not a more interesting epoch in the commercial history of Derbyshire than 
the opening of the Erewash Valley Extension, which, though but a short link in itself, 
has formed the points to a vast railway system for passenger traffic, and has 
opened out an exit for the whole of the minerals of the Erewash Valley. By this route 
the traveller can go from Lundon to Edinburg in 12 hours.

The plan of working the Shipley Colliery is not to 
leave the walls of coal to support the superincumbent strata in the exhausted parts of the 
pit, but to clear away the entire bed, and to allow the surface to settle down upon the 
floor of the pit, preserving through the old working only the necessary passages, 5 to6 ft. 
high, to communicate between the places of working and the shafts, and also fur the cur- 
rents of air. The seam of coal is about 4 ft. wide, and when it has been got there remains 
only the refuse, intersected by the roads and air passages, which are enclosed by walls 
or packs built of the shale. In order to show more clearly the working of the colliery 
two other models have been constructed on the scale of 4%ths of 1 in, to the foot, the one 
showing the bank were the coal is actually being yot, the other the pit bank, with its 
engine and machinery, and all the surface arrangements. The bank shows the surface 
of the stratum of the coal, the mode of propping thereof,and the way in which the corves 
are loaded and carried on the tramways to the bottom of the shafts. All the necessary 
appliances of the underground workings are here seen made correctly to the scale, and 
in perfect working order. The colliery has two shafts of about 7 ft. in diameter, the up- 
cast and the down-cast, only about 10 yards apart, and both of them used for drawing 
coal out of the pit, which yields some 500 tonsdaily. The engine does the work of draw- 
ing coal up both shafts, and it is shown, with its six boilers, by a beautiful working 
model. To avoid inconvenience from the dust and smoke ascending the up-cast shaft 
they are carried off by a side passage, and discharged in the air through acupola, A 
railway conveys the coal wagons from the bank of the pit toa branch line of the Erewash 
Valley Railway. The Shipley Colliery is a fiery. mine, requiring to be worked with the 
safety-lamps in a perfect condition. At intervals the settiing down of the strata from 
under which the coal has been got dislodges the noxious gas, and sends it in great bursts 
in the pit, filling it with a visible vapour, and driving out the men until the mine can 
be cleared. Under such circumstances a defective safety-lamp would be likely to cause 
@ serious explosion. These models cannot fail to be attractive objects in the Exhibition. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Mar 29.—The Iron Trade looks a shade better, and there is an impres- 
sion that the trade has seen its lowest point. The general feeling was ex- 
pressed by Mr. N. N, Solly, an ironmaster, who has works at Willenhall, 
near Wolverhampton, in some remarks he made a few days ago, on the 
occasion of celebrating the anniversary of a literary institution in the town. 
Speaking of the influence which an improvement in trade would exercise 
over the prosperity of the institution Mr. Solly said that he believed the 
improvement would soon be felt. He was himself engaged in the trade, 
and he had every confidence in saying that the district had seen the worst. 
During the remainder of the year he anticipated that they would have an 
improvement rather than otherwise. He was not led to this conclusion, 
however, by the belief that the internecine strife in the United States would 
soon terminate, for he feared it would continue for many, many months; 
but because of the general aspect of affairs in Europe, and the increase of 
our trade with India and Australia. There are more orders for the United 
States, both for iron and some kind of hardwares; and the determination 
of the Cabinetof MadriWat once to provide an iron-clad fleet is but another 
indication of the universal change which will rapidly be made in all the 
navies of the world; and though the thousand rills of commercial enter- 
prise exceed in volume even a large stream of national expenditure, the 
revolution must exercise considerable influence on the demand for iron. 

An adjourned inquest was held on Tuesday last at Willenhall, for the 
purpose of investigating the circumstances under which a man named Smith 
had lost his life, by a fall of coal in the new mine and fire-clay coal measure in a colliery 
near that place belonging to Messrs. Solly. At the previous assemblage of the jury evi- 
dence was given to the effect that the fall of coal by which the poor fellow was kiiled 
had been ioned by an p d slip at the back of the coal which was being ex- 
cavated. That there was a plentiful supply of timber, and that there was no reason 
whatever to suspect that the place was unsafe prior to the occurrence of the accident. 
As, however, the Mines Inspector was not present, and had not reported on the accident, 
the jury wished fora further adjournment, in order that he might attend, which he did 
on Tuesday. Mr. Baker stated that as soon as he was advised of the accident he wrote 
to say that he should be unable toinspect the pit for a few days, but by an inadvertance 
he had not been informed of the adjournment of the inquest. His report confirmed the 
evidence previously given, to the effect that this was a pure accident, and he said he 
did not recollect having seen any working of that description more carefully conducted. 
The measure is a thick one, and its extraction often attended with considerable danger. 
A verdict of “ Accidental Death” was returned. The Inspector said the accident illus- 
trated the necessity of attention to timbering, and the Coroner urged the importance of 
this on the contractors. 

The existence of an extensive eubteraneous fire at a place near Bilston, which has ac- 
quired fram the circumstance the name of “ The Fiery Holes,” has been previously re- 
ferred to. On Tuesday a pit in the neighbourhood, which had been up to that time 
worked safely, was found tobe on fire. Happily no men werein it at the time. Ic is 
feared that the pit will have to be closed, like many others in the neighbourhood. 

Several colliery accid have happened during the week. Yesterday a man named 
John Hayliss, 47 years of age, was killed at the bottom of a shaft in Messrs. Sparrow’s 
colliery, near the Willenhall-road, by a brick fallingon him. It is supposed that the 
brick had become detached from the side of the shaft, but the matter has to be investi- 
gated by a coroner’s jury.—On the previous day Richard Thomas was killed by a fall of 
coal in Messrs. Haden’s pit, at the Baffery, near Dudley. This colliery has been most 
fatal to human life.—Isaiah Baggoly was killed at the Old Hill Colliery by a fall, and 
another man seriously injured; whilst in a neighbouring mine a man named Davenport 
suffered considerable injuries. 

The Victoria Silver-Lead and Zinc Mines, at Stollberget, Sweden, have been previously 
noticed in this letter, they having a local connection with South Staffordshire through 
the proprietary. The accounts received from Sweden are most satisfactory. The mana- 
ger states that 50 men are now raising 200 tons of ore weekly, which could be readily in- 
creased to four or five times the quantity, bat as there were 25,000 tons on the spot waiting 
for the dressing-works, operations were not pushedon morerapidly. The cost of raising 
the ore does not exceed 1s. 3d, per ton. Lumps of solid silver-lead ore, weighing 1 ton, 
had been got out of the mine, and he had sent one, 4% ton weight, to the International 
Exhibition, The lead smelting furnace was about to be put into blast, and a waterfall 
30 ft. high, with abundance of water to drive the machinery for the dressing and smelt- 
ing works, had been secured. The last shipment of silver-lead had been sold, with the 
contained silver, for 27/. per ton, He had arranged to supply 5000 tons of zinc this summer, 
and could supply as much annually, which would yield 15,0007. on a moderate estimate. 














ASSOCIATION FOR THE PREVENTION OF STEAM-BoILER EXPLOsIONs, 
AND FOR EFFECTING EcoNOMY IN THE RaIsING AND Usk or SteamM.—At 
the last ordinary monthly meeting of this association, held at the offices, 
Corporation-street, Manchester, on Tyesday (Mr, Thomas Schofield in the 
chair), Mr. L. E. Fletcher, chief engineer, presented his monthly report, 
of which the following is an abstract :—‘* Explosions continue to occur to 
every description of boiler. One has happened during the last month to a locomotive in 
the vicinity af London, and another to a stationary boiler on the Clyde. Both of these 
were—as it is hardly necessary to state—beyond the sphere of the operations of this As- 
sociation. Each of these explosions was attended with fatal consequences, but I am not 
at present in possession of the engineering facts. The recent very frequent occurrence of 
explosions has monopolised, by the bare recital of their details, the entire space of the 
late reports, and left no room for considerations resulting from them, to which I think 
itis important attention should be drawn, and which, therefore, I now purpose todo. It 
will be remembered that one of the late explosions arose from the failure of an angle- 
iron, on which alone—as on a single thread—a large crown plate depended for its sup- 
port. Several other explosions occurred to externally-fired boilers through failure of the 
plates just at the seams of rivets exposed to the flame. In some ofsuch cases the plate 
is found to crack at the rivet holes; in others leakage occurs, from which corrosive ac- 
tion sets in, and steadily continues until the plates become so thinned that rupture and 
explosion ensue. Some explosions have occurred from corrosion consequent upon ex- 
ternal damp; others, from acidity of the water; while others, again, of somewhat earlier 
date, have been ioned by the collapse of the furnace tubes, consequent upon weak- 
ness of construction, which would have been remedied by the adoption either of flanged 
seams, T or angle-iron hoops, or other similar means. Thus it will be seen that all the 
above explosions occurred from the most simple causes, and that no mystery whatever 
need be attached to any one of them ; while by suitable construction of the boilers in the 
first place, and due attention to their state of repair in the second, these explosions 
would in every case have been prevented. Iam extremely desirous to keep this prac- 
tical view of steam-boiler explosions constantly in sight, since I am persuaded no hed 
will be made against them generally so long as thei: causes are considered to be mat- 
ters of mystery, and their occurrence one of chance. Very few of the explosions that 
come under my notice occur from shortness of water, and I believe that to be a mucli 
abused idea, and the number of explosions resulting from it tobe much exaggerated. It 
appears to be an almost stereotyped verdict at inquests, and the boiler attendant being 
frequently killed, there is seldom any witness to the contrary. I find that by far the 
most frequent cause of explosion is the insafficiency of the boiler for its working pres- 
sure, either on account of its original construction, or state of repair consequent upon use ; 
while those explosions resulting either from deficiency of water, or from extraordinary 
or reckless pressure, are comparatively rare. In other words, to prevent misapprehen- 
sion, I find that explosion is more frequently due to weakness of the boiler than to ex- 
cessive pressure of the steam. I know no means of ascertaining the sufficiency of the

WHEAL MESSER AND TRETOIL—IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 


APPLICATION TO PROCEED TO SALE. 


MARTYN ¢. Rich.—The Vickt-WaRDEN OF THE STANNARIES sald—I have come to the 
conclusion that this Court cannot take any further step till the Court of Chancery has 
issued its directions to me to proceed, or has in some way notified its opinion that it will 
not be conducive to the interest or convenience of suitors, or a saving of time or expense, 
that further proceedings should be taken in Chancery. After the order has been duly 
filed in Chancery by leave of that Court, the jurisdiction passes exclusively to Chancery, 
and the jurisdiction of this Court is entirely superseded. If, however, the Court shall 
be of opinion that the proof of debts, sale of effects within the Stannaries, and distribu- 
tion of the proceeds to creditors, can be more cheaply and speedily effected by this Court, 
then this Court and its officers will become the officers of the Court of Chancery for that 
purpose, whose duty it will then be to proceed to carry out the directions of the Superior 
Court; and these directions are to be carried out not independently, or in virtue of the 
intrinsic powers of this Court, but in pursuance of the authority delegated to it by the 
joint operation of the Court of Chancery and of section 13 of the Act of 1857. If, there- 
fore, any party before this Court or before the Court of Chancery shall think that it would 
be advantageous to all parties that I should proceed with the sale, &c., he should apply 
to that Court for general directions. That debts are more cheaply proved here than in 
Chancery is, I believe, undeniable; that the sale can be as readily effected here as by 
order issuing out of Chancery, can hardly be doubted ; that the proceeds can be as easily 
distributed to creditors by the Registrar of this Court as by a Master in Chancery, or by 
an official liquidator, wi!l probably not be disputed, with this difference—that the Re- 
gistrar is entitled to no fees, percentages, or other personal remuneration, out of the funds 
for distribution. If the funds arising from the sale should be i ficient, the deficiency 
will have to be made up by calls, which the official manager will have to make, or cause 
to be made by the Court of Chancery, and to receive. That there will be no practicable 
difficulty in this arrangement is shown by the case of Wheal Curtis, in which all these 
steps were actually delegated to this Court by one of the Masters in Chancery under the 
Act of 1848, and 20s, in 1/. actually paid to all the creditors within the space of about 
six months. I am, however, aware that cases may occur in which it may be better and 
more convenient that proceedings should be taken exclusively in the superior court. 
Of this the Jadge of that Court is to form his own opinion, and it is my duty not to act 
in the absence of any direction from him. Indeed, if I were to do so, it might turn out, 
after further expense had been incurred, or acts done, the whole might be made nugatory 
by a subsequent declaration or direction of the Court of Chancery. I need not add that 
the creditors in several petitions filed in this Court mast not expect that any application, 
with a view to give effect to section 13, will ever be made by the official manager, or his 
solicitor, in Chancery, for reasons sufficiently obvious, The Registrar had better with- 
draw from possession, after notification to the official manager.

On THE GEOLOGY oF THE BorDER.—We are requested to state, that 
in commenting upon Mr. Nicholas Wood’s paper, in last week’s Journal, 
the remark as to “ the connection of the irregular Berwick, Plashetts, and 
Canonbie coal fields with the regular coal measures of Durham, Northum- 
berland, and Scotland,” requires a slight correction. The Berwick and 
Plashetts are irregular coal fields, but the Canonbie coal field is supposed 
to be a coal field of the regular coal measures. The object of the paper 
was to ascertain whether it is so or not; and the discussion on May 15, 
alluded to in last week’s Journal, produced additional information, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wood’s view, that it was—which point, however, will be set at 
rest in the adjourned discussion of next month. 


Tue Somerset CoaLOwnErs, AND RaILway AccommopatTion.—In the 
present session of Parliament two schemes were proposed for affording 
railway accommodation to the Somerset coal field ; and the colliery pro- 
prietors in that district were sanguine that the facilities co much needed to 
enable them to compete with advantage with their neighbours in Glouces- 
tershire would at last be granted. One of the schemes was promoted by 
the London and South-Western Company, and the other by the Great Western Company ; 
and confidence was felt in the success of one or the other, inasmuch as local efforts to pro- 
vide railway accommodation have hitherto been defeated by the influence of the great 
companies who in the present case were anxious to supply the deficiency. The South- 
Western scheme proposed an extention of their line from Gillingham to Bristol, with 
b hes to the Radstock and Timsbury Collieries ; while the Great Western sought to 
accommodate the same works by a branch from their main line at Keynsham to Rad- 
stock. The select committee of the House of Commons, however, to whom the bills were 
referred, and before whom a mass of evidence was produced in their favour, have re- 
jected both schemes, The committee gave no reasons for adopting this course, but it is 
generally believed that the Somerset coalmasters have been made to suffer for the un- 
fortunate spirit of hostility existing between the South-Western and Great Western 
Companies, and that the two schemes, being looked upon as the result of this feeling, were 
rejected. We hear that another effort will be made next session to obtain the railway 
accommodation so much needed in the Somerset coal field. 


The company who undertook to supply sample plates or slabs of iron of 
the improved quality required for the armour coating of the Caledonia, under construc- 
tion at Woolwich, having failed to do so, the contract has been handed over to Messrs.
